Switzerland may be the U.N. 
choice of a truly neutral nation 
which would be satisfactory to the 
Allies. The United States, it was 
said, will advocate selection of 
Switzerland. There was no indi- 
cation whether it would be ac- 
ceptable to the Communists.

CHAPLIN TO LIVE | 
ABROAD; GIVES UP 
RE-ENTRY PERMIT 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (UP) 
—Charlées Chaplin has voluntarily 
given up his status as a resident 
alien—a move which means the 
actor does not intend to return 
to the United States, the Depart- 
ment of Justice announced today. 

Chaplin is now in Geneva, 

Switzerland. He turned over to 
State Department officials there 
last Friday his “re-entry permit” 
which would have facilitated his 
return to this country. 
A department spokesman said 
the British actor’s action amounted 
to a “surrender of his domicile” 
in this country. 

If Chaplin should want to re- 
turn to the United States, the 
department said, he must seek a 
“return residence visa” from the 
State Department. 

Chaplin, in a 40-year career of 
movie making in this country, 
never obtained citizenship. He was 
admitted as an alien for permanent 
residence in the United States in 
1910. His action in giving up 
permanent residence was an- 
nounced by Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell Jr.

WASHINGTON, April 15—Dr. 
Kieth J. Laidler, scientific con- 
sultant to the Senate Small Busi- 
ness Committee, who championed 
the cause of the disputed battery 


additive, AD-X2, was on the pay- 
roll of the manufacturers of the 
battery dope prior to joining the 
committee staff, it was confirmed 
today by the Post-Dispatch. 

Much of the confusion over the 
value of the battegy additive re- 
sulted from a report given to the 
Senate committee last December 
by Laidler, 
preted a report on tests of the

battery additive by a Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology sci- | 
entist as being favorable to the 
preparation after the National 
Bureau of Standards in exhaus- 
tive tests had found the additive 


to be without value in prolonging | 
the life of a battery. 

Dr. Allen V. Astin, director of 
the national bureau, has been 
forced to resign by Secretary of 
Commerce Sinclair Weeks, be- 
cause he has stood firmly behind 


the findings of his bureau. 


Hired as Consultant. 


Laidfer, an associate professor 
of chemistry at Catholic Univer- 


sity, Washington, was placed on a' 
retainer as a technical consultant 
to Pioneers, Inc., of Oakland, 
Calif., which makes AD-X2, in 
early 1952, in the midst of cam- 
paign being carried on by Jess 
Ritchie, head of the firm, to dis- 
credit the findings of the National 
Bureau of Standards with respect 
to the product. 

Last August, Laidler joined the 
Senate Small Business Committee 
staff. recipient of much of the 
Ritchie propaganda in favor of his 
battery dope, as an “unpaid con- 
sultant.” 

Caught in the middle. of con- 
flicting claims with respect to the 
merits of the battery additive, the 
Senate Small Business Commit- 
tee last summer arranged to have 
independent tests on AD-X2 run 
by Prof, Harold C. Weber of 
M. I. T. 

Weber's study appeared Dec. 1 
and that same month Laidler, in 
his capacity as consultant to the 
Senate committee, interpreted the 
M.I.T. report as supporting 
Ritchie's claims for his product, 
adverse findings by the National 
Bureau of Standards, nothwith- 
standing. 

Amount Not Determined. 

The Post-Dispatch has been un- 
able to determine how much 
Laidler was paid by Ritchie for 
his services before joining the 
committee staff or whether the 
retainer was continued after 
Laidler became a Senate commit- 
tee consultant. : 

Friends. of Laidler say that 
after joining the committee staff 
he repaid Ritchie the full amount 
he had collected from him. 
Ritchie could not be reached to- 
day. Laidler is in Europe, re- 
portedly on a mission for the De- 
partment of Defense. 

Meanwhile, Senator Allen J. El- 
lender (Dem.), Louisiana, came to 
the defense of the Bureau of 
Standards and told the Post-Dis- 
patch that from what he can find 
out about the M. I. T. report the 
person who said it was at vari- 
ance with the report on the 
Bureau of Standards was “making 
a false statement.”

BALTIMORE GROUP 
BUYS INTO BROWNS, 
HAS 6000 SHARES 


A Baltimore syndicate has been 
quietly buying St. Louis Browns 
in the hope of eventually 
having the “inside track” if and 
when Bill Veeck decides to sell 
the elub, it was reported today. 

The group, headed by Law- 
rence Lockwood, made Veetk an 
offer of $2,400,000 for the 
Browns, before Sportsman’s Park 
was sold to - Anheuser-Busch. 
Lockwood has bought 6000 shares 
of Browns stock, which is only a 
small portion of the 275,000 com- 
mon shares, of which Veeck and 
associates control 80 per cent.

32,000 FACE JUNE

McCabe prom- 
ised to keep the Senator’s office 
informed of developments. The 
first thing the aid heard of the 
McKay announcement, however, 
was when the Post-Dispatch in- 
formed him of it. He did not hear 
from McCabe at all. 

Announcement Quoted. 

The Monday announcement, 
which was issued by MeKay's pub- 
lic relations office, said in part: 

“Closure of the Government- 
owned and operated synthetic 
gasoline plant. . . has been an- 
nounced by Secretary of the In- 
terior Douglas McKay. 

“Closure of the plant does not 
of necessity mean that it will not 
operate again. Already five firms 
have become interested in it and 
the Secretary of the Interior will 
do all he can to get the plant into 
private industry through negotia- 
tion.” 

What interested Hennings in 
these two paragraphs was that 
the five firms became interested 
in getting the plant before a pub- 
lic announcement was made that 
it would be closed.

The Chinese filed slowly off 
the LST which brought them from 
Cheju only after American guards 
carrying bayoneted rifles and 
88 gas masks boarded the 
ship. 


The sitdown strike apparently 
was an attempt to em the 
Allies rather than to avoid being 
repatriated. All the Chinese pervi- 
ously had said they wanted to go 
home. 


“They were the usual nuisance 
demands to harass us,“ sald a 
United States officer. 

“Put it this way,” said Brig. 
Gen. Lionel McGarr, chief of the 
United Nations Prisoner of War 
Command, “these people are Com- 
munists. There is always the pos- 
sibility of trouble up to the last 
man.” 

Most of the prisonérs were sick 
with tuberculosis and other 
diseases. Here and there Was an 
amputee who had lost one or more 
limbs. At 11:15 a.m. after Amer- 
can military policemen had car- 
ried 15 or 20 litter patients off the 
LST, and a handful of amputees 
had hobbled off on homemade 
wooden pegs and Army-issued 
crutches, the leader of Chinese 
still aboard shouted that no more 
would debark.

VANCOUVER, .B.C., April 15 
(UP)—Chief Mathias Joe of the 
Squamish Indian tribe demanded 
today that the Royal Canadian 
Air Force place a plane—‘‘at least 
a bomber”—at his disposal so he 
can make the trip to London for 
the corenation af Queen Elizabeth 
in fine style.

{LAOS MAKES PLEA 


FOR HELP AGANST 
RED ‘AGGRESSION 


‘Bands Fro m Outside 
Aided by Foreign Pow- 
Premier Says in 


Appeal to Free World. 


HANOI, Indochina, April 15 
(UP)—Laos, ancient “land of the 
millions of elephants,’ appealed to 
the United Nations, the Western 
Allies and the free world today 
for support against the Commu- 
nist rebels who have invaded its 
territory. 


Premier Prince Souvana 
Phouma broadcast the appeal by 
radio in behalf of King Sisvang 
Vong, ruler of Laqs, which is one 
of the three Associated States of 
Indochina. 


Phouma called the rebels 
“bands coming from outside and 
aided by foreign powers.” 

It was indicated that Phouma 
would ask the French de tion 
in the U.N, to appeal formally. to 
the Security Council. 


Phouma in his appeal asked 
that the Vietminh invasion de 
branded as aggression, implying a 
belief that Comunist China and 
Russia were implicated. He said: 


“We solemnly appeal to the 
U.N., Allied countries and the 
free world today against the crim- 
inal foreign movement which has 

roved once more that it aims at 
mposing on the world its ide- 
ology by disregarding frontiers 
and the right of people to shape 
their own destinies.” 


He said the free nations had a 
grave responsibility to meet in 
in the “international crime” of 
the invasion and warned against 
the danger of ignoring it.

A bill which would authorize es- 
tablishmient of rent trols by 
ordinance in St. Louis until June 
30, 1955, was reported favorably 
today by the House Municipal 
Corporations Committee, follow- 
ing a tumultuous hearing jammed 
by opponents of the measure. 

Committee members voted, 6 
to 3, to recommend passage of 
the bill, after opponents, chiefly 
members of the St. Louis branch 
of the Property Owners Associa- 
tion of America, harangued them 
for nearly an hour. Five mem- 
bers of the committee voted 
present. 


The opponents charged that 
“through rent control, Commu- 
nism has been sponsored in the 
United States,” and asserted that 
“when rent controls die, the 
people will turn to a better gov- 
ernment.” 


Flynn Causes Uproar. 


One of the most yociferous op- 
ponents, Joseph E. Flynn, who 
said he is vice president of the 
Property Owners’ Association in 
St. Louis, threw the hearing into 
an uproar when he charged: 

“This bill was a planned scheme 
on the part of the Democratic 
legislators from St. Louis to bribe 
the tenants in the city to vote for 
Tucker (Raymond R. Tucker) for 
Mayor.” 


Flynn immediately was inter- 
rupted by Representative Jennie 
S. Walsh Dem.). St. Louis, and 
other St. Louis Democrats on the 
committee. 


“I object to any such line of 
testimony,” Mrs. Walsh flared. 
Flynn was warned by Representa- 
tive Forrest Mittendorf (Rep.), St. 
Louis county, committee chair- 
man, to confine his remarks to 
the bill 

Flynn did not do so, however. 
Instead, he launched into a bitter 
tirade about Communism, metro- 
politan newspapers and anti- 
Semitims, which greatly angered 
the committee members. 

Flynn’s rapid flow of shouted 
phrases was brought to an end / 
Representatives Robert E. Yocum 
(Rep.), Springfield, who angrily 
warned Flynn: 

“I am inclined to oppose the 
bill, but if yau do not stop this 
sort of talk, I will vote for it.” 


The hearing started off calmly 
enough with presentation of argu- 
ments against rent control by H. 
Grant Barngrove, St. Louis real 
estate dealer, representing the 
St. Louis Real Estate Board. 

Pointing out that proponents 
of rent control predict “chaos 
and civil disturbances” resulting 
from decontrol, he said: 


This is not true. Experience 
in cities where rent controls have 
been abolished shows that there 
has been little increase in over- 
all rents and in some cases the 
general average of rents has de- 
creased. I am sure this would be 
the case in St. Louis.”

Man in New Jersey Says

NEWARK, N.J., April 15 (AP) 
An office worker, surprised by 
a visit from a Los Angeles detec- 
tive, poured out to police a story 
of how he killed his wife with a 
croquet mallet in California, 
dumped her body in the desert 


in Mexico and then drove east 
with his three children. 

After killing his wife, police 
said he told them yesterday, he 
jammed her body into the trunk 
of his car and headed with the 
children for Mexico, where he 
left the body. 

The confession came as a sur- 
prise to police, because they had 
called in the former Marine, Ed- 
ward Richard Fredericks, to an- 
swer some routine questions about 
his wife, who had been reported 
missing in January. 

Instead, they heard Fredericks 
tell that he was “extremely jeal- 
ous” of his wife, Ruth Hilda, 34 
years old, and d her of 


chine operator for the Prudential 
Insurance Co. here, is to be ar- 
raigned today as a fugitive wanted 
for murder in California. 

He was quoted by police as 
saying he had a dispute with his 
wife the night of Jan. 6 in the 
yard of their home at Van Nuys, 
Calif. She came at him with a

quet mallet and hit her over the 
head. 

. I noticed she was out. I 
thought for a while, in 4 daze. I 
then cut off her hands with a 
hatchet,” Fredericks statement to 
police said, adding: “I had for- 
gotten about her hands ... I 
think the next day I found h 
hands near the garage 
buried the hands in the ground.” 

Police said Fredericks admit- 


ted dumping the body near En- 


senada, Mexico. He took the chil- 
dren, Richard, 5, Loretta, 4, and 
Donald, 15 months, along on the 
Mexico trip, telling them they 
were going on a picnic. He said 
he forgot about the hands until 
he came back, and that he then 
buried them in post holes in his 
garden. 

The confession came freely 
from Fredericks after a chance 
visit from Los Angeles detective 
Charles S. Stewart. Stewart said 
he was on his way to Providence, 
R. I., on another case and dropped 
by at Maplewood to talk to Fred- 
ericks. 

Fredericks moved to the home 
of his mother in Maplewood with 
his three children in February. 

A missing persons investigation 
began when Fredericks’s neigh- 
bors in Van Nuys found his wife’s 
clothes in the empty house after 
the former Marine came back to 
Maplewood, his home town.

Hotel Spokesman and 
Christian Nationalists 
Say It Would Cause 
Harm in State.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 15— 
The proposed Missouri fair em- 
ployment practices law to outlaw 


race, color or creed, was de- 
nounced yesterday as “another 
restrictive prohibition act,” which 
would cause more harm than 
good. 

The statement was made by | 
John K. Bryan of St. Louis, rep- | 
sociation the Missouri Hotel As- 
sociation, as the Senate Judiciary 
Committee heard opponents to 
the pending FEPC proposal, 
which has been lying dormant 
in the committee since last Jan. 
26. 

Also heard were a 
St. Louis members of 
tional Citizens Protective Asso- 
ciation, including former offi- 
cers and adherents of Gerald L. 
K. Smith’s Christian Nationalist 
party, a “white 
group. 

Urges Education Program. 
Bryan, who quickly disassoci- 
ated himself from other opponents 
at the hearing, declared that ra- 
cial] and religious discrimination 
in employment could best be at- 
tacked by “education and good 
will,” rather than by a c- 
tive law which would create an 
atmosphere of tension, antag- 
onism and confusion.” 

Recalling that sponsors of the 
measure contended that there 
are hundreds of cases of job dis- 
crimination in Missouri that could 
be corrected by a fair employ- 
ment practices law, the hotel man 
said the same arguments were 
used in advance of the passage 
of the 1945 FEPC act in New 
York. 
In that instance, he said, pro- 
ponents claimed there were 15,- 
000 cases of discrimination in 
New. York. After the law was 
passed only five cases could be 
found within the first few 
months, despite intensive efforts 
by the state enforcement agency. 
Cites Enforcement Cost. 
Bryan also contended the law 
would be costly to enforce in Mis- 
souri, estimating the expense at 
$150,000 a year. New York, he re- 
ported, is spending $350,000 a 
year for this purpose. He said 
New York has handled 547 cases 
in eight years, only 239 of which 
the commission said had any 
merit. 
The St. Louis protesting group 
was headed by John W. Hamilton, 
formerly a leader of the St. Louis 
Christian Nationalist. party and 
its candidate for United States 
Senator in 1950. He said the 
Citizens Protective Group was or- 
ganized in 1951, and included 
members who broke with the 
Christian Nationalists. 
Hamilton and Forrest Wolf of 
St. Louis, the group’s national 
chairman, contended an FEPC law 
would further the cause of Com- 
munism by “pitting race against 
race.” Another speaker denounced 
it as a “worse slave labor law 
than the Taft-Hartley Act.” 
Before the hearing, members of 
the group distributed leaflets ad- 
dressed to the legislators de- 
nouncing the FEPC bill and other 
civil rights legislation. 

The committee took no action

It is during this ten days or two 
weeks that grabbing and snaring 
is at its best. From April 15 to 
May 15, carp, suckers, redhorse, 
buffalo, and spoonbill may be 
taken either by ‘grabbing’ or 
snarin, according to the Wildlife 
Code of Missouri. Grabbing is 
done by attaching one or more 
hooks to a line. Single, double, 
or .treble hooks may be used. 
Snaring is usually done by means 
of a wire loop attached to a pole 
and line. Either method requires 
skill, patience and a steady hand. 

Prefer Colder Waters. 

The larger spring branches, 
such as the Big Spring branch 
which begins at Big Spring in 
Carter county, four miles south- 
east of Van Buren, are extremely 
productive in this type of fishing. 
Suckers and redhorse seem to 
prefer these colder waters.

Over- 
hanging bluffs, clay banks, and 
trees that lean far out over still, 
clear holes of water are favorite 
locations for the fishermen. 
Treble hooks are most general- 
ly used for grabbing or snaring. 
A heavy sinker is placed on the 
line near the grabhook to hold 
it steady in the current. The 
grabhook is placed in the water 
and allowed to rest near the bot- 
tom, and, when a fish-approaches, 
it is gently moved into position so 
that the fish will not be alarmed. 
A violent jerk on the pole sets 
the hook, and the successful land- 
ing of a 5 or 6-pound river red- 
horse is a battle long to be re- 
membered. Those who prefer 
fishing from leaning trees far out 
over the watercourse will tell all 
who will listen that trying to 
hang on to, their slim, round 
perch with one hand and, with the 
other hand, hold to a long cane 
pole with a surging, fighting fish 
on a 10-foot line—all wi 10 
being dunked in the briny— 
very precarious situation, indeed! 
Those who prefer snaring 
usually use a fine copper wire. 
This is formed into a loop with 
a free-running eye that will in- 
stantly close on the fish when the 
pole is jerked. Some prefer an 
„E“ fiddle string instead of a 
copper wire, and one Ozark fish- 


Scotch ancestry, claimed that he 
utilized his fiddle strings for snar- 
ing during the daytime and at 
night restrung them on his violin 
for use at square dances! 
Nine Different Species. 

Nine different known species of 
suckers inhabit Missouri waters. 
There are possibly more. Most of 
them prefer clear, clean streams. 
Carp are seldom seen in the 
spring-fed streams. They prefer 
large impoundments and warmer 
water. Spoonbill, also on the elig- 
ible list for grabbing and snaring, 
are far removed the sucker 
family. Their true name is paddle- 
fish, Although in the Ozarks they 
are commonly called spoonbill or 
shovelbill ¢at, they are not of the 
catfish family. Like the gars, bow- 
fins and sturgeons, they are living 
representatives of the ancient fos- 
sil fishes. The only living relative 
of the American paddlefish is a 
Chinese species that is native to 
the Yangtse river. During the 
grabbing season there are several 
caught at Bagnell Dam but very 
few are taken elsewhere except 
during the gigging season. In the

$1,000,000 SAVED

LUXEMBOURG, Apr 15 (AP) 
—About $1,000,000 of transporta-

Shelving School Reforms 

Effrontery is the word for the State Sen- 
ate’s sidetracking of the reforms proposed by 
the Missouri Citizens Commission for the Study 
of Education in favor of a legislative study of 
the state’s public schools. 

The commission, appointed by the State 
Board of Education, was made up of 20 out- 
standing individuals representing virtually all 
sections of Missouri. It was under the chairman- 
ship of former State Senator M. C. Matthes of 
Hillsboro. It had the help of seven special study 
committees, many of whose members had long 
and solid experience in public education. Four 
consultants, all members of university faculties, 
also were retained. joint efforts of all these 
high-minded people, carried on over a period 
of more than a year and a half, resulted in 17 
specific legislative proposals for the improve- 
ment of Missouri's public schools. : 

Now StategSenator C. R. Hawkins, Brumley 
Republican, has proposed—and the Senate has 
agreed—that a special committee of six Sen- 
ators and six State Representatives should make 
a general study of the state’s schools and that, 
meanwhile, the citizens’ recommendations be 
kept on the shelf. 

It takes little kno e of legislative ways 
to know that the worK¥of such a political com- 
mittee would not be nearly as thorough or as 
disinterested as that of the Citizens Commis- 
sion. Even if it were to reach the same high 
level, it would be an inexcusable waste of time 
and money. 

In plain language, the Hawkins scheme is 
just a hypocritical device for killing off the 
citizens’ proposals. 

Adoption of the reforms would end the vir- 
tually free ride now enjoyed by many of the 
state’s smaller school districts. These districts 
now raise only the most inadequate local school 
revenues, depending largely on handouts from 
Jefferson City. And their educational standards, 
both in teaching and equipment, are shame- 
fully low. 

Under the proposed reforms, the people of 
these districts would have to spend as much 
of their own money on schools as they can 
afford before being eligible for state aid. Stand- 
ards would have to be raised. And through con- 
solidation, many a local school politician would 
lose his petty prerogatives. But the school chil- 
dren of these districts would be immensely 
benefited. 

There is still a possibility that the House 
will not follow the Senate in adopting the Haw- 
kins resolution. But this would still leave the 
Legislature far from accepting the Citizens 
Commission bills. That can be expected only if 
many, many more Missourians interest them- 
selves in the details of these proposals and then 
exert pressure on their legislators. 

More people will have to write to the State 
Board of Education in Jefferson City for copies 
of the report, and then organize study groups 
in their communities. A statewide, grass-roots 
campaign on behalf of the reforms seems es- 
sential. 

If this materializes, Missouri citizens can do 
as fine a job for their schools as was done 
by the people of Connecticut. They can do 
something about the fact that, while Missouri 
stands twentieth in ability to pay, it stands a 
sad forty-sixth in the effort it.makes on behalf 
of public education. 
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Climax of a Social Tragedy 

South Africa’s ugliest political campaign 
comes to a head in today’s voting. This 
will be an effort by the United Party of J. C. N. 
Strauss to overcome the narrow majority by 
which the Nationalist Party of Prime Minister 
Daniel Malan now rules the country. The odds 
are said to favor the Nationalists. 

Interest has centered on a single issue, that 
of race. Dr. Malan’s government has been fol- 
lowing a policy of increasing severity toward the 
non-whites. The Prime Minister insists that the. 
two races must be rigidly separated. He de- 
nounces the democratic policy of the British on 
the Gold Coast and “the meddlesome and ag- 
gressive United Nations.” He promises social 
services for the natives, but no political or civil 
rights. The white man must be the absolute 
master, free to exploit and to punish. 

The United Party also insists on segregation, 
but on somewhat more liberal terms, It would 
grant the natives at least limited political repre- 
sentation and the right of economic bargaining 
through trade unions. The party’s roots are 
British rather than Calvinist. It would be more 
conciliatory toward the natives, and it would 
base its hopes for the future more on the en- 
couragement of white immigration than on a 
harsh suppression of the blacks.

that domain. 

“Mining interests are generally satisfied with 
federal ownership of public lands that might 
contain minerals,” according to U.S. News and 
World Report. “They can obtain mineral rights 
on these lands from the Government, paying roy- 
alties on any discoveries. Few private concerns 
could afford to carry the millions of acres in 
the public domain that might contain minerals.” 

The Government, however, if the Malone 
amendment passed, would continue to afford 
it, while offsets against the expense in the form 
of royalties would go to the states. Is that econ- 
omy in government? Is it right? 

Senator Malone’s proposal confirms the as- 
sertion of Senator Douglas of Llinois that the 
offshore-oil bill is “merely the starting gong of 
a new gold rush.” Mr. Malone himself has said 
he intends to introduce legislation weakening 
federal control of the public grazing lands and 
perhaps looking to their sale to individuals.

Here is what the subcommittee reported: 

Alvin R. Bentley, now a Republican Congress- 
man from Michigan, issued to McCarthy a 
check for $3000 in September 1950. Bentley 
told the committee he issued it to help McCar- 
thy’s fight on Communism. About the same 
time, Mrs. Bentley gave McCarthy a check for 
$7000. She ducked questioning and went to 
Florida for her health. 

McCarthy deposited these two checks, to- 
gether with $500 in cash, in a savings account. 
Several weeks later $10,000 was withdrawn from 
the savings account and used to buy a draft 
payable to Henry J. Van Straten, old friend of 
McCarthy's, once county school superintendent 
at Appleton, Wis. 

Van Straten used the draft to open an ac- 
count with a Chicago broker for the purpose 
of speculating in soybean futures. When his 
profits exceeded the amount of the deposit, he 
drew a check for $10,000 from the broker, in- 
dorsed it over to McCarthy, and it was de- 
posited—not in the savings account from which 
it came, but in McCarthy's checking account. 

The subcommittee also learned that a total 
of $20,732 was deposited in a special McCarthy 
checking account and that at least some of this 
money represented contributions to McCarthy’s 
fight on Communism. It found that many of 
the withdrawals showed no apparent connec- 
tion with fighting Communism. For example, 
one check was drawn to the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue. Another (for $1300) was drawn 
to Ray Kiermas, McCarthy’s assistant. 

Is it any wonder that the Hennings subcom- 
mittee raised the question “whether funds sup- 
plied to Senator McCarthy to fight Commu- 
nism or for other specific purposes were di- 
verted to his own use?“ Because McCarthy 
would not submit to questioning, the subcom- 
mittee was unable to provide a definite an- 
swer. If there is to be such an answer, it will 
have to come from the Department of Justice, 
to which the subcommittee turned over such 
evidence as it was able to discover. 
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A Union Boss to Account 

Joe Ryan has run the AFL longshoremen's 
union in the East for a long time and is not 
used to answering questions. But the way he 
did and did not answer questions of the New 
York State Crime Commission has led to Ryan’s 
indictment on 30 counts of grand larceny. 

Ryan admitted to the Crime Commission, Jan. 
30, that he had not kept his own money and 
union money separate. The commission heard 
Ryan had taken $241,000 out of his union in 
five years, less than half of it in salary. It 
heard he had withdrawn funds for such items 
as fighting Communism, purchase of Cadillacs 
and “luncheon at the Stork Club.” 

The AFL has already forced some union re- 
forms on the reluctant Joe Ryan. Now he will 
have to give the courts a thorough accounting of 
his long unaccountable overlordship. 
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Brothers in Treachery 

Kurt L. Ponger and Otto Verber have pleaded 
guilty to conspiring to spy against the United 
States. They face long jail terms. This is jus- 
tice from the nation which adopted them and 
on which they turned their backs. 

Ponger and Verber were born in Vienna, 
naturalized as American citizens in 1943 and 
served in the Unitéd States Army. Ponger was 
an intelligence officer. They were brothers-in- 
law. Both lived briefly in New York, but more 
recently lived in Austria, studying under the 
G.I. Bill of Rights while plotting against the 
nation that gave them such benefits. 

Last Jan, 15, Attorney General James P. Mc- 
Granery announced their arrest. They had been 
indicted for 14 overt acts from 1949 to 1951. 
These acts involved efforts to give Russia in- 
formation about secret American intelligence 
and defense activities. A Russian Embassy offi- 
cial, Yuri Novikov, was involved and was sent 
home before Ponger and Verber went to trial. 

This is a record of treachery which now has 
one satisfactory aspect. The traitors were caught. 
They were caught by the kind of intelligence 
work which they sought to betray. They were 
caught by responsible enforcement agencies op- 
erating under due process of American law 
against clear danger and overt acts. The case 
shows the best way for the United States to 
protect itself against enemies from within. 
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Speedup in the Astin Case 

Senator Thye has done well to decide that the 
Bureau of Standards controversy should be in- 
‘vestigated at once, instead of some time later. 
As he says, the bureau is now operating under 
a cloud. An excellent analysis of the dispute 
which has put it there is reprinted in today’s 
Mirror cf Public Opinion. 

The Minnesota Republican indicates he be- 
lieves it is the task of the Small Business Com- 
mittee to find out whether the Buréau of Stand- 
ards was right in holding battery additives to 
be worthless for prolonging battery life. The 
Senators, however, cannot make such a judg- 
ment unless they run a series of scientific tests 
of their own, which they are not fitted to do. 

What the Senate committee should find out 
is whether the bureau was improperly influ- 
enced in reaching its decision, and whether its 
testing methods were scientifically valid. For 
this it ought to call upon Secretary of Com- 
merce Weeks to back up his charges that the 
bureau was “not objective“ in testing battery 
dope, and it ought to call upon impartial sci- 
entists to appraise the testing methods used. 

Beyond this, the committee should determine 
whether it is or is not the proper function of 
government to expose and denounce fraudulent 
‘claims for products sold in interstate commerce. 
If the answer is in the negative, as Secretary 
Weeks apparently would have it, then laws go- 
ing back 40 years which establish this responsi- 
bility should be frankly and openly changed. 
If these laws are to be kept on the books, the 
Small Business Committee should insist upon 
their honest and impartial enforcement.

Question One: Weeks gave as 
one of his principal reasons for requesting 
Dr. Astin’s resignation the view that the 
much-publicized tests of the Bureau of 
Standards on battery additives were not 
satisfactory, not objective. : 
The country and the Congress certainly 
will want an objective test of the testers 
to find out whether the bureau’s work in 
investigating the usefulness of battery ad- 
ditives was technically competent or not. 
The bureau has checked and rechecked its 
findings, and Dr. Astin says he is ready 
to stand on the conclusion that none of 
the battery additives tested has value. 


A testing company employed by a firm 


making battery additives disagreed with © 


the bureau tests. A Massachusetts Insti- 


. tute of Technology professor made certain 


tests and a report which the university 
said included no recommendations. . nor 
.. . any definitive conclusions with respect 
to the commercial value of the product.” 
The report was interpreted by others as 
favorable to the battery additive claims. 

Obviously a fresh, detached look at all 
these tests is needed in order either to 
clear the bureau—or clear it out. 


Question Two: The next question is even 
more fundamental and not answerable in 
the laboratory. Secretary Weeks has pub- 
licly questioned whether the Bureau of 
Standards should have tested battery addi- 
tives at all. “Should government,” he 
asked, “through regulatory bodies, the 
courts, and scientific agencies, test the 


merits of new products and the soundness 
of claims made for them, or should this 
function be left to the test of the market 
place?” 

Mr. Weeks's stated position is that when 
a product does no positive harm, either to 
health or safety, then it should be caveat 
emptor: let the buyer beware, let the con- 
sumer decide. 


This is certainly an arguable view, but 
it is not the view which Congress wrote 
into the law in 1914 and which hag re- 
mained in the law ever since. Congress 
determined that it was unfair competition 
to permit a manufacturer to make unwar- 
ranted claims and it created the Federal 
Trade Commission to protect the public 
and more scrupulous rivals against decep- 
tion—even when deception was dangerous 
only to the pocketbook. 


If Secretary Weeks wants more reliance 
on the “market place” and less reliance on 
government testing, basic public policy is 
involved, not objectivity of laboratory tests. 

on Three: If Secretary Weeks be- 
lieves that the Government goes too far 
in judging the claims of manufactured 
products, is he aiming at the right target 
in shaking up the Bureau of Standards? 

It ig the Federal Trade Commission, not 
thé Bureau of Standards, which initiated 
the test of the battery additives. 
the Post Office Department, not the NBS, 
which d later withdrew under 
fire—the complaint of fraud against one 
of the battery additive companies. The 
trade commission asks the bureau to make 
its tests, and it is the FTC, not the NBS, 
which normally makes a determination 
whether 1 7 tg: has been practiced. It 
made no finding in this particular case. 

The Federal Trade Commission is, in its 
judgment, carrying out congressional pol- 
icy, not anybody else’s policy, and if Sec- 
re Weeks is acting to dilute the role 
of the FTC by diluting the role of the Bu- 
reau of Standards, the Congress undoubt- 
edly will be interested. 

Mr. Weeks will, of course, have to stand 
on his public statements or clarify them, 
but it is only fair to point out that the Sec- 
retary may have overstated or misstated 
his objective. 

If his objective is to make such changes 
in personnel as will enable the Adminis- 
tration to show that it is friendly to busi- 
ness and is not to alter the basic concept of 
either the Federal Trade Commission or 
the Bureau of Standards, then he will need 
to correct his formal testimony and to 
ponder whether, in firing Dr. Astin so 
cavalierly, he hasn’t made it difficult for 
the Government to get established natural 
scientists to work for it.

Brutal, Bilious and Honest 


DAYS OF MY LOVE, by Leonard Bishop. (Diet, 606 
pqs., A. 


Leonard Bishop anticipates reviewers 
of his novel, “Days of My Love,” by hav- 
ing one of his characters say of an author: 
“He writes like Farrell, tough, naturalistic, 
passable I'd say.” This may be because 
similar things were said of Bishop’s first 
novel, “Down All Your Streets,” which had 
a fair success last year, and may now be 
said of the new one. 


Like the previous novel, “Days of My 
Love” carries an acknowledgment: “To 
Hector’s Cafeteria, Forty-second street, 
just off Broadway, where, except for two 
weeks, all of this book was written in the 
late hours of the night.” The author must 
have drunk a lot of coffee there. This is 
an incredibly long novel. 


It is also driving and honest in purpose, 
though it spills about like water in a paper 
bag, without any evi- 
dent sense of design. 
Bishop becomes so 
engrossed in natu- 
ralistic detail that 
many of his pages 
are catalogues of 
irrelevancies. 

T he characters 
have enough vitality 
to carry one across 
these bogs. They 
are a Jewish family 
of New York. Dave 
Jorusilmski had been 
a haberdashery clerk 
for 20 years when he 
revolted, on the ad- 
vice and with the help of his crony, Yussel, 
and went into the “charity racket.” This 
entailed getting permission from a church | 
to solicit funds and setting a telephone 
crew to work, giving the church 10 
per cent. :

Rebuilding Is Cheaper. 


Money needed for relief, re- 
habilitation and reconstruction in 
South Korea alone is not likely 
to be much less than two billion 
dollars over a period of about 
seven years. This is the money 
that is supposed to be needed to 
restore the per capita voluine of 
goods and services in South 
Korea to the level it was before 
the war began. 

It is a very conservative figure 
because it supposes that the mili- 
tary expenditures of South Korea 
will be only at the low prewar 
level. 

In any event the costs will be 
of this order of magnitude. Be- 
fore anyone starts wringing his 
hands, he should recall that the 
eost of restoring South Korea 
over a period of seven years is 
considerably less than the cost of 
the ammunition that is shot off 
in one year of fighting. 

The figure for ammunition is 
something like three billion dol- 
lars a year. We ought to be able 
to afford that much or something 
like that much to restore the land 
where so many brave men have 
given their lives. 


Great Powers Will Hang On.

An Unrealistic Demand.

In these crazy times amidst which 
we live this has actually been 
called appeasement. Yet what Mr. 
Dulles was asking of the North 
Korean enemy was nothing less 
than the’ unconditional surrender 
and cession of his capital city. 

Nobody in the world, least of 
all in Korea, is going to rely over 
the long years confidently in our 
leadership if we let the public dis- 
cussion of these grave questions 
sink to such depths of inan 
that a demand for unconditional 
ne a is described as appease- 
ment. 

The best thing’to do, it would 
seem, is to take the problem of 
the Korean future back to the 
U.N.—having ourselves taken all 
the required measures for relief, 
rehabilitation and reconstruction 
in South Korea, as well as the 
arrangements to make as tolerable 
as possible the long boring wait 
— our troops will have to en- 

ure. 


A Dis interested Commission. 


When the problem comes back 
to the U.N., it need not regard as 
the last word the resolution which 
was so hastily improvised and so 
reluctantly adopted early in Octo- 
ber 1950. That resolution, ex- 
cept for its pious generalitie 
which no one denies but so man 
understand so differently, is sure- 
ly not the best that the civilized 
world can offer. 

We might hope that if the U.N. 
takes over the problem, it will dis- 
courage, will sit firmly down up- 
on, any tendency in any quarter 
to become dramatic and eloquent. 

The problem is too serious to 
be battered about in a public de- 
bate, and perhaps the most prom- 
ising way to begin now to ap- 
proach it would be to appoint a 
commission of very eminent men, 
predominantly not from the great 
powers, and to let them work 
with the Secretary General on 
plans for the future. 

They might be able to propose, 
and perhaps negotiate, the kind of 
Korean state which could be ac- 
ceptable to a predominant major-

DR, KARL MENNINGER 


“Mass hysteria as our reaction 
to fears of Communism ao 
Karl Menninger, noted psychia- 
trist, said in an address last night 
at Shaare Emeth Temple, 6830 
Delmar boulevard. He is direc- 
tor of the Menninger (psychiatric) 
Foundation, Tope Kan. 

He spoke at the opening ses- 
sion of a two-day Institute on 
Religion and Psychiatry, and his 
audience overflowed the large 
temple. 

“Suspicion and cynicism are 
taking the place of public confi- 
dence in many minds,” Dr. Men- 
ninger declared. 

“We must maintain a man’s 
right to speak his own mind 
without having his character de- 
famed. 

“Large numbers of people are 
highly susceptible to mass ap- 
peals. Anyone who makes posi- 
tive assertions will be believed 
by some.. The repetition of posi- 
tive affirmations is far more ef- 
fective than we realize—as Hitler 
proved. 

Good Leaders Needed. 

“Good leaders are rare; and the 
good leader is handicapped in the 
short run by his loyalty to truth. 
Freud said that the voice of rea- 
son is soft and weak. Let us add, 
“Thank God, it is persistent.’ 

“We have good leaders in this 
country. Adlai Stevenson and 
President Eisenhower are ex- 
amples. 

“Great leaders are men who 
have risen above the normal— 
and they have also risen above 
themselves. 
blessing to their neighbors... . 

“Psychiatry 
dedicated to the, same purpose. 
In a sense, they are trying to live 
a way of life that enriches the 
importance of the other person. 

“Forms of religion can be ex- 
ploited and abused, Faith can 
become superstition. Prayer can 
be used to ward off witchcraft. 
Religion can be used to exploit Fr 
people—and so can law and sci- 
ence. 

“When the prophets of religion 
stand in their pulpits week after 
week and say, ‘God is good, and 
He wants us to love one another,’ 
there is in this no conflict be- 
tween psychiatry and religion.” 

Rabbi Weinstein’s Address. 

The spokesman for religion at 
the institute was Rabbi Jacob J. 
Weinstein of K. A. M. Temple, 
Chicago, 

“As we come to know each 
other better,” Rabbi Weinstein 
said, “we find the common goals 
of religion and psychiatry much 
more important than our differ- 
ent methods. 

“Much is being done by both 
religion and psychiatry to lift the 
burden of ‘the weary weight of 
this unintelligible world.’ 

“Phychiatrists should be aware 
of the resources of religion when 
they try to reintegrate a sick 
person into his community. The 
minister can be helpful if he will 
prepare himself and if the psychi- 
atrist will co-operate. There is 
more than enough for both of us 
to do if we are to bring mental 
health to a sick world.”

OU can help yourself against having peptic ulcers. It 
doesn’t require much effort or any expensive medicines. 
Just eat regularly—three or four times a day—with 

water between meals, get enough rest and avoid unnecessary 
and constant emotional strain. These simple things will pre. 
tect you as much as possible.

THIS WAY TO PREVENT ulcer is based on 
theories most widely accepted as to 
Doctors think ulcers are due either to 
acid stomach juice or to the increased stimulation of acid pro- 
duction by nerve impulses, or both. Keeping something in 
the stomach gives the juice something to work on. 

Al told, about 18 theories as to the cause of stomach and 
duodenal ulcers have been proposed by various doctors. . The 
two above still are the current ones. 

About one civilian in 10 has definite ulcer symptoms some- 
time during life. Among soldiers, it's even more frequent. 
In World War II, the military hospitals found peptic ulcer 
second only to battle fatigue as a major medical problem. 

Men are from four to 10 times more likely to have peptic 
ulcer than are women. How much more likely depends upon 
whether you are referring to a stomach ulcer or a duodenal 
ulcer. The duodenum is that part of the intestine just below 
the stomach, 

No one is immune to peptie ulcer. However, it rarely 
occurs in infants and children. It is most common between 
the ages of 20 and 50.

THE SELF-DIAGNOSIS of ulcers is very foolish * two 


reasons: You may not have an ulcer and yet spend time and 


money on patent medicines and dosing yourself, or you may 
have a stomach cancer instead of an ulcer. Ulcer diagnosis 


requires a lot of the medical knowledge that your doetor has. 


Most stomach and duodengl ulcers can be well treated 
by your doctor, using a combination of diet and medicine. 
For real success, you need to co-operate by supplying emotion- 
al tranquillity. 

Continued emotional tension plays a part in producing 
ulcers or in making them worse. So does skipping meals, 
eating so irregularly that many hours elapse between meals, 
and fatigue. 

Though certain drugs, including Banthine, are useful in 
ulcer treatment, they are not cure-alls. These drugs seem to 
promote quicker healing. Banthine acts by preventing the 
nerve impulses that stimulate acid production from reaching 
the stomach. These drugs have their dangers and so cannot 
be used without a doctor’s advice. 

Sometimes medical treatment of diet and medicines ae 
calm will not cure the ulcer. This is especially true when it 
is bleeding a lot or blocking the entrance into the rest of the 
intestine. In these cases, operations of various sorts are neces- 


sary. Surgery is advised more often for stomach ulcers’ than 


for ulcers in the duodenum.

The Term “Robot.”

HERE ARE some examples of 
the wrong kind of economy: 

The cuts in the Health De- 
partment will de particularly 
harmful to children. Positions 
were cut out at key spots, even 
though the saving to the city 
was comparatively small since 
the state paid 50 per cent of 
the cost. The explanation, of 
course, was that most of these 
positions were filled by “pro- 
visionals.” In the District 
Health Division five officers, 
who were provisionals, were cut 
out only because no examina- 
tions had been given for some 
time. In the Bureau of Dentist- 
ry it had been necessary to fill 
positions with provisionals be- 
cause no dentists were willing 
to accept the low pay on a 
permanent basis. Payments to 
physicians in child health clinics 
totaled $20,600 and in the day- 
care unit the total cost was 
$13,938. 


These savings thus brought 
about will not save the finan- 
cial situation of the city, and 
they will do grave harm to the 
health of the children. 

The day-care unit is responsi- 
ble for inspection, supervision 
and licensing of nursery schools, 
day-care centers and play 
groups for children under six 
years of age. The cut simply 
means that the law requiring 
licensing of all centers cannot 

enforced.
